CENSORS 


Report of the Board of Censors: Upon 
the recommendation of the Board of 
Censors, the following members were 
elected to active membership: Mitchell 
J. Nowak, Englewood ; Barnard Kogen, 
Florence M. Mazur and Milton R. Dick- 
ter, North Side; Raphael M. Adelman, 
' James A. Gagnon and Benjamin Gordon, 
Kenwood-Hyde Park ; John C. McGuire, 
Jr., North Suburban ; William Kahn and 
M. A. Cohn, Northwest Side. 

Also upon the recommendation of the 
Board of Censors, the applications of 
three men were rejected. 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Report of the Finance Committee: Dr. 
Vincent B. Milas reported that the 
vouchers for the month of April had been 
inspected and found to be in order. 

Dr. Milas then reported on the branch 
bookkeeping system inaugurated a year 
ago, stating that he felt certain improve- 
ments were indicated to make the system 
work more effectively. Particularly, he 
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Board of Directors Transacts Many Important 
Items of Business at Meeting Held on May 20 
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felt it desirable not to use one ledger 
sheet per month since so few entries were 
required for most months. 

On retiring from the office of chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, he de- 
sired to express his appreciation to the 
other members of the Committee for 
their cooperation. The report of the 
Finance Committee was accepted. 

Report of the Treasurer: Dr. Harold 
W. Oppice, Treasurer, reported the 
financial status of the Society indicating 
a healthy condition of our fiscal struc- 
ture. One of the recommendations Dr. 
Oppice made was that certain funds be 
invested in United States savings bonds. 
This recommendation was accepted. 


PUBLIC RELATIONS 


Report of the Public Relations Com- 
mission: Dr. H. R. H. Brevig, chairman 
of the Municipal and County Dental 
Service Division of the Public Relations 
Commission, presented a report recom- 
mending that administrative responsi- 
bility for the Cook County Children’s 
Dental Clinic in the Cook County Hos- 
pital be transferred from the authority 
of the hospital to the Cook County Pub- 
lic Health Unit which is administered 
by Dr. E. A. Piszczek. The Board ap- 
proved the recommendation and ex- 
pressed its appreciation to the committee 
for its work. 

Report of Committee on Committees, 
Commissions and Boards: This Com- 
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mittee presented a report submitted by 
the Relief Committee and recommended 
the following: (1) that a special com- 
mittee be appointed to study the problem 
of group health and accident insurance ; 
(2) that this committee be empowered 
to employ the services of an insurance 
counsellor, and (3) that sufficient funds 
be appropriated for the committee’s 
work. These recommendations were all 
accepted. 


AMENDMENTS 


Proposal to Amend By-Laws re Board 
of Censors: At the last meeting of the 
Board approval was given to the sug- 
gestion that the By-Laws be amended to 
place the Board of Censors on such a 
basis that only a portion of its member- 
ship retires annually. The Secretary then 
presented the text of the amendment 
which was approved by the Board. 
(Editor's Note: This amendment was 


accepted by the membership at the eve- 
ning meeting.) 
Substitute Amendment to By-Laws 


Pertaining to THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW : 
Attention was called to the fact that a 
resolution had been submitted at the 
April meeting of the Society to amend 
the By-Laws so that our practices re- 
garding THE FORTNIGHTLY REVIEW would 
square with the By-Laws. After some 
discussion it was proposed that a substi- 
tute amendment be offered on behalf of 
the Board of Directors to carry out the 
same purpose but give the matter greater 
elasticity. This was approved. 

Action on Douglas Smith Fund Fee 
Schedule: The Board took up again the 
matter of the drastically reduced fee 
schedule placed in effect by the Douglas 
Smith Fund. It was noted that the fees 
had been reduced to the same level as 
those paid by the Chicago Relief Admin- 
istration. The Board was of the opinion 
that dental fees for employed people 
should not be lowered to the relief level 
and directed the Secretary to notify the 
Fund that to receive the Society’s ap- 
proval the fee schedule would have to be 
restored to its previous level. 


Report of Relief Committee: A 
monthly grant for the next six months 
was made to the widow of a recently 
deceased member. 


MISCELLANEOUS BUSINESS 


Adoption of Bank Resolutions: Reso- 
lutions were adopted authorizing the 
newly elected officers to manage the 
several accounts of the Society including 
the portfolio of securities at the Con- 
tinental Illinois Bank and Trust Com- 
pany. The change in management was 
effective June 1. 

Mouth Hygiene Council: In response 
to the suggestion by Chairman McNeil 
the Board agreed to give every coopera- 
tion to the Mouth Hygiene Council in its 
benefit performance to be given on June 
13 at the Chicago Teachers’ College. Dr. 
McNeil noted that this was the first time 
the Council had presented a_ benefit 
affair of this character and urged that 
the Council be given every aid. He then 
stated that at the evening meeting he 
would make a similar announcement and 
that he would urge members to buy 
tickets. 

Replacement of Typewriters: Upon 
the recommendation of the Secretary, Dr. 
Leo W. Kremer, the sum of $285.00 was 
appropriated to purchase three type- 
writers to replace those now in use in the 
Central Office. 

NYA Dental Project: It was reported 
that Dr. Harold Hillenbrand, acting for 
the Illinois State Dental Society, desired 
to have the Board of Directors designate 
the proper committee of the Chicago 
Dental Society for him to contact in con- 
nection with the NYA dental program. 
It was the consensus of the Board that 
Dr. Hillenbrand be advised to communi- 
cate with the chairman of the Public 
Relations Commission. 

Report of President-Elect: Dr. Glenn 
E. Cartwright presented his report as 
president-elect and concluded by express- 
ing his appreciation for the courtesies 
shown him during the past year. 

Chairman McNeil closed the meeting 
by thanking the Board members for 
their support and cooperation. 
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Presidential Message to Members 


Minus pomp and ceremony the officers of the Society for 1941-1942 assumed their 
duties on the first day of this month. By the time this issue of THE FORTNIGHTLY 
REVIEW is in the mail the first meeting of the Board of Directors will have been held 
and the administrative decks cleared for action. There is always a vast amount of 
important business to be transacted by every new administration and this is, of 
course, no exception. 


The first important step is the appointment of the Committee on Committees and 
it is my pleasure to have the personnel of this Committee announced in this issue. 
The enormity of the task before this Committee is more easily understood when it is 
reduced to figures. The By-Laws provide that this Committee shall appoint nineteen 
important standing committees and designate their chairmen. This means the selec- 
tion of almost 300 members whose responsibility it will be to carry on the many 
activities of our Society.

But whether it’s this month or next, and regardless of the nature of the deci- 
sion, we have the assurance of the enforcement authorities that swift action will 
follow and pressure relentlessly applied until the situation is cleaned up.

It is my hope—yes, my prediction—that this fine spirit will continue for many years 
to come. The excellent record of achievement during this period demonstrates con- 
clusively that in unity there is strength and progress. 


There are a great many other thoughts I should like to put down on paper for 
your perusal but they will have to wait until a later issue. In the meantime, may I 
express my thanks and appreciation for the confidence you have shown in me by 
electing me to the presidency? With your support and cooperation I have every 
reason to believe 1941-1942 will be good to us.—Glenn E. Cartwright.

INJUNCTION SOUGHT 
AGAINST D. C. LAW 


Another suit to halt the enforcement 
of a dental practice act was filed recently 
in the District of Columbia by an adver- 
tising dentist who objected to the new 
law which limits newspaper advertising 
to.one inch in height and two and one- 
half inches in width. The complaining 
dentist alleged that he had spent more 
than $100,000 in newspaper advertising 
since he had been practicing and that he 
had earned a gross income of $30,000 
annually. He claimed that the law de- 
nied him the protection due him under 
the due process clause of the Constitu- 
tion. 
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NEWS AND ANVOUNGEMENTS 


STATE LEGISLATURES 
IN SESSION 


The 1941 sessions of the state legis- 
latures are now in full swing and a num- 
ber of bills that affect the dental pro- 
fession have been proposed. Compulsory 
health insurance programs have been in- 
troduced in California, Connecticut, New 
York and Oregon. It is anticipated that 
several other bills of a similar nature will 
be introduced in the near future. 

Bills of this type have appeared regu- 
larly for the past few years and definite 
changes are noted in their content. The 
earlier bills either failed to include den- 
tal care or proposed “complete dental 
care” for all persons entitled to bene- 
fit. The more recent proposals restrict 
regular dental benefits to “emergency 
treatment” and more extensive care is 
provided only as “additional medical 
benefits” which are made available only 
when surplus funds are available.

WE TAKE OVER

ciation of the many capabilities of the immediate past editor,-Dr. Harold Hillen- 
brand, whose talent for thought and expression enables him to accomplish editorial 
achievement with clarity and ease. We wish him continued success in his new 
undertaking as editor of the Illinois Dental Journal. 

We are aware also of the excellence which the official publication of the Chicago 
Dental Society reached under the competent direction of the preceding editors. 
These men have built a foundation which in a sense makes our task easier, but they 
have set a standard which will be difficult to emulate. 

We shall endeavor to maintain the intimate and informative style which has 
characterized this magazine and made it readable and useful. The editorial board 
will be pleased to receive guidance from your suggestions, opinions and criticisms. 
We hope through cooperative effort to maintain an interesting and influential publi- 
cation which will be in keeping with the various achievements for which the Chicago 
Dental Society is nationally known and recognized. 

RESEARCH IN DENTISTRY 

The need for dental research was never more apparent. The physical ex- 
aminations being made under the Selective Service Act and the present national 
emergency are focusing attention on the prevalence and importance of dental disease. 
Reports emanating from Great Britain tell of the suffering that is occurring there 
from the inability to treat adequately dental disorders under existing conditions. 
While the science and art of restorative dentistry have been highly developed, too 
few people have or are availing themselves of adequate dental attention. Every 
dentist is conscious of the tremendous amount of dental service that is needed. 

A solution to this perplexing treatment problem would lie in the ability to prevent 
dental diseases, but in order to prevent rationally a condition, its cause should be 
determined. Thus, a broadening and productive research program into the etiology 
of dental diseases and controlled studies of preventive methods are necessary. 

Philanthropic organizations and educational institutions have become increasingly 
interested in dental research. That the Federal Government is aware of the need 
is indicated by the favorable action recently taken by the United States Senate ona 
bill to appropriate funds specifically for that purpose. Whereas dental research was 
once considered to be a luxury, it is recognized now as a necessity. 

The success of the research program will depend in no small measure upon the 
sympathetic and active interest of every dental practitioner. The alert, conscientious 
dentist desires to know what is responsible for the conditions he is called upon to treat 
daily ; he would like to have satisfactory answers for the questions that his intelligent 
patients ask. Many of the important investigations that are being conducted in den- 
tistry are reported in short, concise form in the Journal of Dental Research which 
is the official publication of the International Association for Dental Research. 
Frequently, the methods of analyses employed are just as instructive as the findings 
and pave the way for the clinical application of new treatments. We believe that 
every dentist will find much of interest in a perusal of the contents of this magazine. 

An active national campaign for new subscribers to the Journal is getting under 
way. We appeal to the members of the Chicago Dental Society for a hearty support 
for this worthwhile publication for subscribing will demonstrate interest in research 
activities and will encourage the whole research program. Subscription details may 
be found elsewhere in this issue—Robert G. Kesel.

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QUOTATIONS AND ABSTRACTS 


Periodontia in Internal Medicine—S. C. 
Miller and A. N. Arvins: The authors believe 
that the danger of internal infection from 
periodontal foci (pus pockets, gingivitis and 
the like) is much more potent than that from 
periapical disease. They list the following 
reasons: 1. A much greater zone is involved 
than in a periapical abscess, considering the 
total surface area of the walls of all pockets. 
At least twenty times the absorption surface 
is involved in an average case of periodontal 
disease as in a well developed chronic peri- 
apical abscess. 2. Absorption from the gingival 
crevice is more rapid, as the blood and lymph 
supply to the gingiva is much greater than 
to a periapical area in bone, especially when 
the latter is surrounded by even a slight de- 
gree of condensation. Round, Kirkpatrick 
and Hails have shown that the force of masti- 
cation is sufficient to pump bacteria and their 
toxins into the circulation. 3. Resistance to 
bacterial growth is lower in the gingival 
crevice than anywhere else in the oral cavity 
because of stagnation and food accumulation. 
The depths of. gingival crevices and perio- 
dontal pockets offer an ideal incubation zone 
for strains of streptococci which grow best in 
a low oxygen environment. Therefore the 
authors point out that not only should any 
comprehensive search for foci of infection in- 
clude roentgen evidence of lesions at the 
apexes of teeth but the study should en- 
compass the alveolar margin for activity of 
bone destruction and a thorough clinical ex- 
amination for gingival disturbances which 
have not as yet affected the bony structure. 
The amount of bone loss is not as significant 
as the type of bone which remains, for this 
determines the activity of periodontal disease. 

Periodontal disease is primarily dysfunc- 
tional in origin, and the disturbing factors 
producing a “locus minoris resistentiae” may 
be broadly grouped as functional, traumatic 
and systemic (endocrine, allergic and nerv- 


ous). The primary therapeutic procedure is 
the restoration of functional coordination of 
the teeth so that stress is evenly divided and 
there is no strain in any excursive movements. 
In young persons orthodontia may be bene- 
ficial, in adults it should always be followed 
by the shaping of the teeth to conform to the 
patient’s age and functional requirements. 
Dietary deficiencies or systemic diseases which 
may be causing or complicating the local 
disease must be attended to. The direct local 
requirement of a fibrous, detergent diet is of 
equal importance to the mineral, vitamin and 
other dietary requirements for oral health. 
Pus pockets must be eliminated by surgical 
gingivectomy, conservative surgery or con- 
servative subgingival curettage. The etiologic 
factors of periodontal disease are rarely, if 
ever, single. Periodontal disease can be cured, 
and the resulting improved health can be 
maintained.

Acrylic Resin for Prosthetic Dentures: 
Acrylic resin contains many of the following 
requirements which are essential for an ideal 
denture base material: ease of fabrication; 
strength; reasonably permanent form; natural 
appearance with translucency; long color life; 
imperviousness within practical limits to oral 
secretion; chemically inert, favorableness to 
oral health, applicability to all phases of den- 
ture prosthesis, and transparency. 

Transparency in a denture base material 
offers distinct advantages in rendering a pros- 
thetic oral health service since it affords an 
unobstructed view of the denture supporting 
tissues while the denture is being worn by 
the patient. Thus, acrylic resin is ideal for 
immediate dentures, since the operator is per- 
mitted to view the underlying lacerated tissues 
from which the teeth have been extracted.—
